cow, was mysteriously robbed by

1432,500. U was an extremely daring 
job. 
The bank is situated In Illnka 


street, in the heart of the city. The 
last of the clerks bad just departed, 
leaving an inside guard of three men. 
The street was crowded with people 
hurrying homeward. According to the 
story of tho guards. In the twinkling 
of an eye they were conftouted with 
revolvers in the hands of 20 masked 
men, who had entered silently by the 
main door, which had been locked 
when the office force left. 
After a 


command to the guaids to hold up 
their bands not a word was spoken. 
The guards were quickly bound and 
gagged and thrown into a dark corner. 
The safe was opened by one of the 
men. The plunder, consisting of gold, 
silver and notes, was speedily thrust 
into racks. When a clean haul of the 
money had been made, not a kopeck 
being left, the" robbers departed as 
silently as they came. It Is the gen- 
eral impression that the key to the 
mystery is within the-T>nnk itself.

It is manifest on all sides that 
the friends and supporters of the 
league arr divided on this question: 
consequently, the officers of the league 
can not use the organisation to help 
pass the thousand dollar tax. County 
local option, which has always l>cen a 
part of the legislative program of the 
league, should be urged for immediate 
enactment into law."
